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ABSTRACT 

Data are presented on higher educaicion in the South 
in 1983 and 1984, including more than 60 tables and brief 
descriptions o£ the latest available statist: cs £or the United 
States, the Southern Regional Education Board (SREB) region, and the 
14 individual SREB-member states. The tabular information is grouped 
under six headings: population and economy, enrollment and 
institutions, degrees^ institutional finances, student finances, and 
faculty. Among the findings are the following: 3 of every 10 persons 
in the United States live in the South and by Che year 2000, the 
region's population will increase by one-third; the economic growth 
of the South is demonstrated in the rise of per capita personal 
income; on the average, the southern region appropriates a larger 
share of state tax funds to higher education than do state 
governments nationally; both nationally and in the South, faculty 
salaries on the average increased about 4 percent from 1982-1983 to 
1983-1984 in public colleges and universities; tuition Accounts for 
an average of 11.5 percent of the current funds revenues of public 
institutions in the SREB states; more than 3.3 million students were 
enrolled in southern colleges in fall 1982; and about 84 percent of 
college students in the South attend public institutions. (SW)

♦•\changf. Iricreasmgly. questions are raised as to the feasibility erf collecting 
snnilar information on a national basis and in as timely a manner. SREB supports 
i ffort> m iH-half of uniform ami s|Kft?dy collecti«)n i}t national data m higher 
education.

Informa- 
tion contained in the tables has been grouped under the six headings which form 
the Mections of the (HibUcation: pc^lation arai economy; enrollment and institu- 
tilings; degrees; institutional finances; student finances; and &culty. 

The data displayed on (»ges 2 to 4 are an abridged composite of some of the more 
fundamental staUstks, offering brief state pnrfiles on pq^mlation and economy, 
finances, and enrollment Most dt the notes refer the reader to a particular table 
elsewhere in the Fact Book for nwre comfrfete information mA full dtation <tf 
sources. 

Persons interested in the status of higher eduoUion may find in these pn^les 
convenient indicators of the progress wd posiU<m of the region ami individual 
states. However, users should be careful to take into account the wide range of 
interstate differences which can affect the compkrability and rek^ve rankings of 
the data, Mo»t indices will be more meaningful when placed within the context 
related measures.
